PACKET RADIO 


There has been an increased use of 
Packet Radio by DXers and Contest 
stations around the country. The 
Yankee Clipper Contest Club, in New 
England, has a packet network ded— 
icated to passing DX and contest 
information, and other clubs are 
also experimenting with this new— 
amateur mode. 


If you have not tried packet yet, 
the advantage of this mode may not 
be obvious. The nice thing about 
Packet is that, with the proper 
equipment, you can monitor messages 
all day longs and then review them 
when you get home in the evening. 
If it’s a DX net,» you can see what 
has gone on in your absence, and 
plan your attack accordingly. In 
addition, there are methads of 
restricting who you will listen to; 
so you can selectively ignore 
stations you don’t care ta monitor. 


The use of packet during a major 
contest weekend would be a big 
advantage over the current methods 
of monitoring 2 meters in real-time 
mode. It’s very hard to concentrate 
on a good run of DX and have to 
stop and ask for a repeat of the 
hot flash that just came over the 
@~-meter radio (in fact, you may 
loose that good frequency you have 
been holding for the last two hours! 


If you have plans to give packet a 
try in the near (or far) future, 
let us know - this could be a 
possible club project, and could 
benefit many members.
